1841  ho  began  to  drive  a  stage,  hia  route  being  from  Cumberland,  Ud.,  to 
the  top  of  the  Alleghany  fountain..  Ho  drove  the  treasure  stage  a  number 
of  times  and  on  one  trip  was  hold  up  by  highwaymen,  but  killed  one  of 
them  and  brought  his  body  into  town  on  the  footboard.  When  the  Mexican 
tvar  broke  out  he  enlisted  and  served  under  Gen.  George  Morgan.  After 
the  war  ho  drove  a  stage  from  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  Bardatown.  In  1857  ha 
became  a  conductor  on  the  Louisville  4  Nashville  Railroad  and  during  the 
Rebellion  was  oaptured,  with  his  train,  five  times  by  guerrillas,  onoe  by 
a  band  under  Harper,  whan  he  had  a  load  of  Refugees  on  board  from  Atlan¬ 
ta.  The  guerrillas  burned  his  train  and  wrecked  the  engine.  After  the 
olose  of  the  war  ha  was  employed  by  several  roads  but  in  1832  became  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Louisville,  Svanoville  &  St.  Louis  read  and  was  baggage- 
mastor  for  many  years.  At  the  age  of  seventy-five  he  was  making  a  run 
of  275  miles  a  day  and  was  one  of  the  oldeot  and  bast  known  railway  men 
in  Indiana,  and  is  said  to  havo  probably  bsen  the  oldest  railroad  man.  In 
point  of  service, in  the  Dnited  States.  Ha  was  a  chartsr  member  of  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors.  He  was  a  religious  man  of  fine  character. 
The  latter  part  of  his  life  he  lived  in  Jeffersonville,  Ir.d.,  and  died 
there  June  25,1899.  His  wife  died  in  Joffersonville ,  fee. 9, 1874.

His  youthful  days  wore  passed  on  hia  father's  farm  and  his  education  was 
begun  in  the  common  schools  in  tho  locality  of  his  native  town.  He  rap¬ 
idly  acquired  tho  rudimentary  knowledge  necessary  and  soon  began  the 
study  of  tho  higher  branches  of  mathematics,  inculding  surveying,  and 
closod  his  school  education  at  Gorham  Academy  in  1844.  For  several 
years  thereafter  he  taught  school  and  at  one  time  was  made  on©  of  tho 
superintending  school  committee  of  tho  locality  in  which  he  lived.  Tur¬ 
ing  these  year3  ho  practised  surveying  to  some  extent  and  in  his  rambles 
he  became  greatly  interested  in  natural  science.  In  fact  the  works  of 
nature  had  boon  a  pleasant  and  attractive  study  to  him  from  his  earliest 
youth  and  these  surveying  tripe  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  colloct,  ob¬ 
serve  and  study  the  objects  by  which  he  found  himaalf  surrounded.  He 
was  a  lover  of  nature  and  by  nature  a  naturalist.  Having  decided  to  a- 
dopt  medicine  as  his  profession  he  began  his  studies  with  Dr.  Arthur  D. 
Edgecomb  but  soon  after  became  a  pupil  of  Prof.  Edmund  R.Psasley,  a  cel¬ 
ebrated  physiologist  and  surgeon,  and  a  professor  at  the  Medical  School 
of  Maine,  Bowdoin  College.  Mr.  Waterhouse  attended  three  courses  of 
lectures  at  thid  school  and  grad,  with  the  first  honors  of  his  class,  re¬ 
ceiving  hio  degree,  M.P.,  in  May,  1850.  K©  began  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  at  Cornish,  Mo.,  but  in  1853  removed  to  Exeter,  Me.  He  remained 
there  until  the  Civil  War  broke  out  when  ho  passed  th©  State  Examining 
Beard,  as  a  surgeon,  and  was  mustered  into  the  7th  Me.  Reg.,  Aug. 21, 1851. 
This  regiment  joined  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  before  Richmond,  and  at  tho 
battle  of  Anti e tarn  was  so  badly  cut  up  in  a  gallant  charge  that  it  was 
ordsred  home  to  rocult.  Surgeon  Waterhouse,  however,  was  retained  in 
the  field  and  par tic i pa ted  in  all  tho  battles  of  that  army,  being  much 
of  the  time  detailed  as  operating  surgeon  in  the  field  hospitals,  a  posi¬ 
tion  occupied  only  by  the  best  and  most  skillful  surgeons.  He  was  nus-

He 
arrived  at  Sro»nviU.  on  the  Rio  Grande  the  last  of  June  and  remained  In 
camp  until  some  time  in  November  when  tha  rag.  was  ordered  home.  He  was 
mustered  out  of  the  u.G.  service  and  discharged  Deo. 1,1865.  He  had  tha 
reputation  of  being  a  brave  soldier  as  well  as  a  skillful  surgeon.  Ha 
was  one  of  the  most  trusted  operators  in  the  field  and  perhaps  no  surgeon 
was  more  frequently  present  on  the  battleflold  than  he. 

After  leaving  tha  army  ho  removed  with  his  family  to  Jamestown,  N.y. , 
where  ho  again  began  the  practice  of  medicine  and  continued  the  pursuit 


of  his  scientific  studios,  and  shore  ha  lived  until  his  death,  Jan. 4, 1883. 
furlng  hie  many  years  of  residence  In  that  town  ha  stood  high  In  the  es¬ 
teem  of  the  community  both  as  a  physician  and  a  surgeon.  Ha  ever  retainecy 
hls  love  for  natural  history  and, with  some  little  assistance,  made  a  list 
of  all  the  flowering  plants  In  Chautauqua  County  In  which  he  lived.  H3 
also  acculrod  a  fine  collection  of  butterflies  Including,  with  a  vary  few 
exceptions,  a  specimen  of  every  speclo3  found  In  the  Eaw  England  and  hld- 
dl°  states.  l!e  was  a  member  of  the  Chautauqua  Kedioal  Society  from  Its 
organization;  was  several  times  its  Vico  Pres,  and  twice  it3  Freoldent. 

Ka  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  American  hlcroecfopleal  Association  and 
* ti.o  Ja.;£3st.owTi  1  icroscopical  Soc«  Also  ono  of*  tha  fcund3r3  and  a 
fcembor  of  tha  executive  coicmittoe  of  ilia  Chautauqua  County  Historical  and 
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Natural  History  Society  and  a  member  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  cf  Science  besides  several  stato  and  national  learned  aoclo- 
tios.  Uasa  a  member  of  the  Aiaorioan  Medical  Association. 

Ke  joined  Harmony  Lo^e  of  Masons  at  Gorham  July  9 ,1832  and  was  a 
Knight  Templar  when  he  died.

"Tho  splendid  music  of  our  modern  brass  bands  was  not  known  in  the 
days  of  tho  old  time  nmster.^  Occasionally  a  man  was  found  who 
played  the  bugle,  accompanied  by  a  clarinot  and  pest  horn.  But 
tho3a  did  not  suit  the  soldiers  of  that  date;  they  wantod  tho  "bang 
up"  music  of  the  fife  and  drum.  As  a  rule  one  fife  and  two  drums 
furnished  music  for  each  company  of  one  hundred  men.  First  among 
those  who  played  the  fife,  I  recall  the  tall,  quaint  figure  of 
Peter  Waterhouse  of  Sridgton.  Peter  had  long,  thick  rod  hair,  a 
very  freckeled  face,  light  blue  eyes,  and  small,  turned  up  noso. 

Hio  thin  yollow  whiskers,  sharp  projecting  chin  and  liitlo  legs, 
gave  him  a  peculiar  look  not  to  bo  forgotten  in  a  life  time.  Ho 
usually  played  a  boxwood  fife,  so  that  fotor’a  hair,  whiskers, 
face  and  fifo  were  well  matched  as  regards  color;  tho  whole  com¬ 
bination  being  a  sort  of  reddish  yellow.  But  Peter  could  pull  an 
m^l imitod  amount  of  good  lively  music  out  oi  tnat  small  instruneht 
of  hi 3 .  I  can  today  whistle  many  of  those  old  fashioned  "Muster 
tunas"  which  I  learned  from  Peter  and  hio  little  yellow  fifo 
more  than  fifty  years  ago."

"Benjamin  Waterhouse  was  born  in  Poland  in  the  house  which  wag  hi 3  home 
during  his  entire  life,  and  which  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  son 
V.P.  Waterhouse.  He  early  became  interested  in  the  affairs  of  his  na¬ 
tive  tsnss  town,  and  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  seventeen  years, 
a  much  longer  period  than  any  man  before  or  since  his  time.  His  admin¬ 
istration  of  town  affairs  always  gave  universal  satisfaction,  and  hia  wis¬ 
dom  in  settling  many  serious  and  important  questions  which  arose  in  those 
early  times,  shows  that  he  was  a  nan  of  marked  ability,  *##*:’■*  and  was 
ever  a  broad-minded,  loyal  citizen.  In  politics  he  was  a  life  long  Dem¬

He  has  made  our  State  library  one  of  tho  best 
of  its  kind  in  the  country,  and  hie  work  in  establishing  and 
extending  the  travelling  library  system  has  made  the  people 
of  Maine  forever  indebted  to  him.  F«ir  beyond  tho  borders  of 
Maine  ho  wa3  recognized  as  an  authority  in  library  matters. 
Aside  from  his  remarkable  knoledge  of  books,  Mr.  Carver  was  a 
man  of  rare  social  qualities  whom  it  was  always  a  pleasure  to 
converse  with  and  listen  to.  As  a  soldier  he  was  courageous 
and  unflinching;  as  a  teacher , conscientious  and  successful;  as 
a  lawyer,  sound  and  reliable;  as  a  public  official,  honest  and

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PHOPSS^CR  SYLVEST3R%AT3RBCtJS2 , (Samuel6 ,  Benjamin4,  John5,  Timothy2, 
Diehard1,)  born  in  Barrington,  N.H. ,  Sept. 15, 1830.  He  passed  the  early 
years  of  his  life  on  his  father’s  farm  and  as  soon  as  he  was  old  enough 
to  learn  was  taught  to  work.  Before  and  after  school  and  during  tho 
long  vacations  he  was  kept  busy  v?Ith  such  services  as  his  years  permit- 
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ted.  By  the  time  he  was  nine  years  eld  hia  muscles  »?®ro  toughened  by  a 
great  deal  of  hard  labor  and  hia  hands  wars  familiar  with  ©very  kind  kind 
of  work  which  a  boy  could  do  on  a  Kew  England  farm. 


During  this  period  he  soema  to  have  had  an  unusual  number  of  narrow 
escapes  from  accidental  death*  7;hon  very  young  ho  was  taken  berrying 
and  his  sister  ISlvira  tried  to  toss  him  over  a  brook  which  they  were  o- 
bligod  to  cross,  but  she  was  not  strong  enough  and  ho  fell  into  the 
stream.  hone  of  his  sisters  wore  large  enough  to  get  him  out  and  he 
would  have  been  drowned  had  he  not  been  rescued  by  a  farmoi'  who  happened 
to  be  passing  at  the  moment.  Once  he  skated  into  an  air  hole  and  was 
only  saved  by  his  companion  breaking  the  ico  further  down  stream  and  pul¬ 
ling  him  out  as  he  flouted  into  view.  Still  a  third  time  he  almost 
drowned  while  in  swimming.  Twice  he  came  near  being  killed  by  firearms 
and  was  once  nearly  dragged  to  death  by  a  run- a -way  horse. 

Finally  on  the  6th  of  &ay  1840  ho  mot  with  an  accident  which  changed 
the  whole  course  of  hia  life.  In  the  evening  of  that  day,  returning 
from  a  prayer  meeting  in  the  Green  Kill  school  house,  he  was  overtaken  by 
hia  pastor  in  his  wagon.  Running  after  the  wagon,  ho  tried  to  jump  in 
behind  and  gat  a  ride,  but  a  barrel  of  flour  was  in  the  way.  Too  small 
to  climb  over  it,  in  a  spirit  of  boyish  sport,  he  caught  hold  of  the  back 
end  of  the  wagon  to  see  how  far  ho  could  go  without  touching  his  foot  to 
the  ground.  A  suddon  jolt  swung  him  to  one  aido  and  his  right  foot 
passing  betwoon  the  spokos  of  th®  wheel,  his  log  was  broken  at  the  kna®. 
Th®  fracture  was  a  very  bad  one  and  his  leg  was  amputated  tho  next  morn¬ 
ing.  ,  This  was  before  the  days  of  anesthetics  and  his  parents  wont  out 
into  the  field  that  they  might  not  hoar  hia  shrieks  during  tho  operation. 
It  was  said,  however,  that  ho  did  not  shed  a  tour  or  utter  a  grown  dur¬ 
ing  tho  amputation  but  in  after  v®ar->  Ur*  'fat  or  house  said  he  distinctly 
remsmborod  how  sore  th*  mustlos  of  his  face  were  for  some  time  after  tho 
operation  because  of  tho  long  continued  compression  of  his  tooth.  Tho 
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operation  was  30  unskillfully  performed  that  ha  rallied  very  3lowl.y,  but 
at  length  after  rooks  of  suffering  and  do Hr lux,  ho  recovered,  although 
it  was  nearly  a  year  before  the  wound  was  fully  healed,  and  the  leg  had 
boon  amputated  30  near  the  thigh  that  the  use  of  an  artificial  leg  was 
rendered  awkward  and  difficult.  Later  in  life  Prof.  Waterhouse  wrote, - 
'me  hardships  to  which  the  loss  of  my  leg  opposed  me  wore  extreme.  The 
Bnow  fall  was  not  infrequently  so  deep  that  days  would  elapse  before  a 
good  path  could  b©  broken.  The  roads  on  which  others  could  easily  walk 
were  almost  impassable  to  me.  l!any  and  many  a  time,  on  my  way  to  school 

I  have  been  obliged  to  cra?7l  considerable  distances  on  my  hands  and 
knees,  because  at  every  step  which  I  attempted  to  take  my  littlo  crutches 
would  sink  their  whole  length  in  the  snow  and  throw  mo  fiat  upon  my  faco. 
As  I  walked  on  two  crutches,  I  could  not  carry  an  umbrella  and  hundreds 
of  times  during  the  cold  storms  of  winter  I  have  been  drenched  to  the 
skin  while  going  to  school,  church  or  lectures  and  sat  in  clothes  satu¬ 
rated  with  ice  water,  until  they  got  dry.  X  havo  walked  many  a  weary 
mil©  when  cold  or  when  the  pressure  of  my  weight  upon  my  arms  so  benumb¬ 
ed  my  hands  that  they  could  not  feel  the  crutches  which  they  claspod. 

And  again  in  the  long  us©  of  an  artificial  limb  X  have  taken  thousands 
of  painful  steps  when  the  weight  of  my  body  at  ©vary  alternate  foot-fall 
rested  upon  raw  and  bleeding  flesh. H 

After  this  accident,  which  of  course  disqualified  him  for  physical 
labor,  he  spent  much  of  his  time  in  reading.  A  book  which  made  a  groat 
impression  upon  him  and  caused  him  many  a  troubled  night's  sleep  was  en¬ 
titled  Indian  Anecdotes.  In  addition  to  magazine  literature,  he  had  read 
before  ha  was  twenty,  Thaddeus  of  Warsaw,  Pilgrim's  Progress,  the  Waver - 
ly  Novels,  and  many  other  volumes  of  romance j  some  of  the  books  of  Addi- 
aon>  Goldsmith,  &00 re,  Burns,  Byron,  Southey,  k'ordsworth,  hllton,  Shakes¬ 
peare,  Pe  Quincy,  L’acauley,  k&tts,  Locke,  Stewart,  Cousin,  Kent,  Bo3v;oll's 

Ufo  of  Johnson,  Paley'a  Evidence  of  Christianity,  Dick's  Philosophy  of 
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Religion,  the  lives  of  Franklin  and  Frederick  the  Great,  Allison* s  Histo¬ 
ry  of  Suropa-  ev©rv  accessible  book  on  the  fir3t  Napoleon,  and  many 
treatises  on  medicine,  theology,  political  ©conemy  and  government.  Cf 
all  these  volumnas,  the  lives  of  Johnson,  Frederick  and  Napoleon  were 
the  ones  that  interested  him  the  sioat  deeply.  The  sturdy  sense  and 
learning  of  the  great  Snglish  moralist  made  a  deep  impression  upon  his 
mind,  but  the  practical  precepts  of  Franklin  did  more  to  develop  special 
traits  of  character. 

A  natural  gift  of  strong  mechanical  ta&tes  with  something  of  inven¬ 
tive  ability  manifested  themselves  even  in  the  boyhood  days  of  1,'r .  v;ater- 
houoe  and  the  story  of  Franklin  gave  early  encouragement  to  these  tastes. 
He  had  thought  to  become  an  architect  or  civil  engineer,  but  the  loss  of 
his  leg  prevented  him  from  pursue ing  oithor  of  these*  vocations.  The  nat¬ 
ural  bent  of  his  mind,  however,  was  so  strong  in  this  direction  that  h© 
tolls  us  in  later  life  that  some  of  his  happiest  hours  wore  spent  in  the 
study  of  applied  science.  His  mind  was  never  so  we&ry  with  the  fatigues 
of  professional  work  that  it  could  not  at  once  find  pleasant  recreation 
in  attempts  to  devise  labor-saving  appliances.  The  early  perusal  of 
works  on  government,  political  economy,  and  international  law  gave  a 
permanent  direction  to  his  literary  tastes,  so  that  throughout  hia  life 
industrial,  economic  and  public  questions  fcaxa  were  his  favorite 

subjects  of  study  and  discussion. 

Ha  fitted  for  college  at  Phillips  3xotor  Academy,  entering  that  in¬ 
stitution  Dept.  1,1847.  Vilhile  there,  he  was  elected  President  of  "The 
Golden  Branch,"  an  excellent  debating  society  connectod  with  the  Acade¬ 
my,  and  at  the  cclobration  given  in  the  last  torn  of  his  Academic  course 
was  chosen  Its  orator. 

.  lie  entered  Dartmouth  College  bar. 7, 1051,  and  remained  until*  the 
oloso  of  the  college  year.  He  preferred,  however,  to  graduate  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  and  thorofors  entered  Harvard  University  in  the  fall  of  1851,  bo- 
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mg  admitted  without  conditions.  Here  he  took  a  prize  for  creek  Proao 
composition  and  graduated  with  honor  in  1653. 

For  thirteen  years  after  his  log  was  amputated  evay  step  had  been 
taken  with  tho  aid  of  crutches.  A  short  time  previous  to  his  graduation 
his  classmates  preaentsd  him  with  an  artificial  lag  as  a  testimonial  of 
their  rospect.  People  long  uosd  to  ths  sight  of  his  lameness  were  puz¬ 
zled  by  his  sudden  rsstoration  to  apparent  wholeness  of  body  and  in  some 
Instances,  misled  by  the  appearance  of  physical  soundness,  failed  to  rec¬ 
ognize  him.  This  unintentional  deception  of  friends  suggested  the  idea 
of  playing  a  trick  upon  his  parents.  Upon  returning  home  his  brother 
met  him  at  the  depot  and  drove  him  to  the  homestead,  leaving  him  in  the 


shed.  Hare  ho  disguised  himself  with  a  nig  and  mustache  and  concealed 
his  regular  suit  with  an  overdress  of  tatters,  which  gave  an  Impression 
of  ago  and  poverty.  He  then  opened  ths  door  which  was  opened  by  ona  of 
his  sisters.  He  solicitod  lodging  for  tho  night,  but  his  appearance  cre¬ 
ated  so  unfavorable  an  impression  that  it  seemed  at  first  that  he  would 
bo  turned  away.  Finally  his  mother  said  that  a  poor  old  nan,  lane  and 
tfoary,  must  not  bo  denied  rest  and  shelter  from  the  storm  and  ho  was  as¬ 
signed  to  a  room  which  his  father  had  frequent  occasion  to.  enter.  .In  the 
corning  tho  lodger  got  up  very  early  and  dressed  and  lay  down  on  the  bad. 
Soon  his  father  came  in  to  got  soma  article  and  when  he  went  back,  told 
the  family  that  "the  old  tramp  slept  in  his  boota"!  Later  Sylvester  talk¬ 
ed  with  the  family  and  the  farmhands,  but  no  one  recognlzod  him.  On®  of 
the  latter,  however,  noticing  the  fineness  of  his  boots,  did  not  hesitate 
to  express  his  doubts  about  the  validity  of  his  title  to  them.  Finally 
thanking  hi3  mother  for  her  kindness  and  hospitality,  ha  gave  her  a  min¬ 
iature  of  himself  and  departed.  This  was  presented  as  a  means  of  disclo- 
--1-,  but  in  hex-  confusion,  she  failed  to  recognize  it,  and,  thinking  tho 
stranger  haii  laft  11  because  he  had  nothing  else  with  which  to  express 

hlS  Eratitud9>  •*»  *»»t  into  tears,  exclaiming  "what  if  Sylvester  were 
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reduced  to  such  destitution  aa  this."  She  then  sent  the  miniature  to 
him  by  his  brother,  who  on  passing  out  showed  it  to  o no  of  his  sisters 
who  know  it  at  once  and  oaid,  "why  this  is  Sylvester."  lior  brother  re¬ 
plied  nonsense,"  how  do  you  suppose  (hat  old  vagabonc^could  got  Sylves¬ 
ter's  picture."  In  the  meantime,  the  latter  had  entered  the  house  by 
the  kitchon  door  and  slipping  into  the  room  whore  he  had  slept,  stripped 
off  his  wig,  mustache  and  old  clothes  and  reappeared.  Just  at  that  mo¬ 
ment  his  father  happened  to  b@  standing  a  few  foot  from  the  bedroom  with 
his  back  towards  it.  Ho  turned  at  the  sound  of  steps  and  his  own  son 
stood  before  him.  "lly  heavens!  Sylvester,  where  did  you  cone  from?"  was 
all  he  pan 00a  to  say,  and  without  stopping  to  shake  hands,  he  ran  into 
the  bedroom  to  so©  what  had  become  of  the  old  man,  only  to  find  an  old 
wig  and  a  heap  of  tatters.  Instantly  seeing  through  the  deception,  he 
cams  back  with  shouts  of  laughter  and  gave  his  son  a  good  shaking  for  tho;- 
trick  he  had  played  upon  him.  H4s  mother,  with  cheeks  still  wet  with 
tears,  hastened  from  the  sitting  room  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the 
noisy  merriment .  She  could  hardly  bo  persuaded  that  the  homeless 
traveller,  whom  she  had  sheltered,  was  her  own  son.  A  fresh  flow  of 
tears  showed  how  deeply  her  heart  was  touched  by  the  seaming  euro  of  her 
con’s  lameness.  The  ne&t  night  the  same  trick  was  played  on  his  uncle 
Jeremiah  Kingman  who,  though  a  man  naturally  sagacious  and  seldom  duped 
and  on©  who  prided  himself  on  his  abiXi^  to  read  character  and  prevent 
imposition,  was  entirely  deceived.  In  a  day  or  two,  the  story  of  the 
trick  spread  through  the  neighborhood  and  hie  Uncle  Kingman  at  one© 
drove  to  his  nephew's  house  and  in  tono3  of  injured  and  indignant  inno¬ 
cences  ha  asserted  that  "it  was  actionable  at  law  for  a  graduate  to  come 
home  and  practice  college  jokes  on  his  relatives  and  he  meant  to  have 
icgal  redress."  put  ha  was  as  much  delighted  as  the  rest  that  the 
crutchos  wore  no  longer  needed. 

Ur,  Waterhouse  later  entered  the  harvard  Law  School  and  was  gradua- 
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tod  in  1856.  His  collegiate  course,  as  well  as  his  acodemic,  wao  mark¬ 
ed  by  proficiency  in  scholarship. 

In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  the  Latin  langurre 
and  literature  in  Antioch  College*  at  Yollovif  Springs,  Ohio,  and  in  the 
fall  of  1857,  ho  accepted  a  position  in  Washington  University,  St.  Louis, 
yo.,  whore  he  began  his  long  career  of  educational  usefulness.  This 
institution  was  dedicated  on  Apr. 23  of  that  year,  the  inaugural  address 
being  given  by  Edward  Everett.  Prof.  Waterhouse  says, "The  Chemical  Lab¬ 
oratory,  at  first  unused,  and  a  littlo  two  story  school  house  wore  the 
only  buildings  which  then  belonged  to  the  University.”  As  professor  of 
the  Greek  language  and  literature  h®  was  connected  with  this  institution 
until  the  fall  of  1891,  when  he  resigned  because  of  increased  infirmi¬ 
ties.  Fob .22 ,1868  tho  sum  of  $25000  was  presented  to  the  University,  as 
a  part  of  its  permanent  endovanent,  by  four  of  his  former  pupils  with  tho 
following  request,  a3  stated  in  tho  catalogue  for  the  years  1867-8. 

"The  disposition  of  the  income  of  this  sum  is  loft  to  tho  Piroctors, 
subject  only  to  the  request  that  until  the  Board  of  I'lrectors  shall  of-  * 
ficially  determine  a  different  employment  of  it  to  bo  required  for  the 
well  being  of  the  institution,  it  shall  be  applied  to  the  University 
Professorship  of  Creek,  in  grateful  recognition,  by  former  pupils,  of 
fidelity,  learning  and  ability  with  which  tho  present  incumbent  of  that 
chair  Jiao  for  many  years  past  discharged  his  duties.” 

Tho  Encyclopedia  of  History  of  Missouri  speaking  of  this,  says,  "I?on- 
on  to  whom.  Honor  is  due,  and  in  this  case,  the  chaplet  was  placed  where 
it  rightfully  belonged.  Pew  incumbents  of  University  Professorships  have 
had  go  marked  and  practical  a  tribute  paid  to  their  ability,  or  to  their 
loyal  and  faithful  service." 

Prof.  Waterhouse  was  for  years  tho  senior  member  of  the  Faculty,  and, 
at.  tho  time  of  his  death,  his  term  of  service  had  been  longer  than  that 
of  any  other  man  who  had  ever  been  connected  with  the  institution.  At 
first  the  corp  of  instructors  was  small  and  a  groat  amount  of  work  had 
to  be  done  by  each  professor.  In  addition  to  teaching  the  classic 3  Prof, 
‘•aterhoua®  was  obliged  to  teach  almost  every  branch  of  English  studios. 
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This  wldo  range  of  instruction  greatly  increased  the  labor  of  prepara¬ 
tion.  For  many  years  his  class  room  work,  except  for  a  brief  rec333  at 
noon,  lasted  from  nine*  to  four  o'clock,  and  ho  was  frequently  engaged 
with  studonts  from  oight  in  the  morning  to  six  in  the  evening,  while 
tha  examination  of  papers  and  preparation  for  the  next  day  seldom  per¬ 
mitted  him  to  retire  bofore  midnight.  This  incessant  and  excessive 
toil  naturally  impaired  his  health  and  and  he  was  often  so  utterly  ex¬ 
hausted  by  the  fatigue  of  the  class  room  that  he  became  dizzy  and  reeled 
liko  a  drunken  man.  The  survival  of  so  groat  toil  and  nervous  prostra¬ 
tion,  of  so  many  sick  headaches  and  dyspeptic  tortures  as  Prof.  Tlater- 
houso  want  through  at  this  period  shows  the  original  vigor  of  hia  con¬ 
stitution.  In  an  address  at  tha  fiftieth  anniversary  of  tha  granting  of 
the  University  charter,  Ur*  Creadon,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1868, 
says,-  "Though  it  would  be  Impossible  to  mention  all  who  have  contribu¬ 
ted  to  the  up- building  of  the  University,  I  cannot  omit  a  word  of  grate¬ 
ful  tribute  to  Prof.  Sylvester  T.'atsrhouno,  who  stood  by  the  institution 
in  all  its  oarly  struggles,  who  labored  for  it  earnestly  and  incessant¬ 
ly,  and  who  fortunately  lived  to  see  the  assured  fulfillment  of  his 
dreams  and  hopes,  though  his  eyes  were  blinded  by  death  as  they  beheld 
the  realised  vision  of  the  promised  land.” 

Scarf,  in  his  History  of  St  Louis,  says,-  "Very  frequently  profes¬ 
sors  and  toachers,  liko  men  in  othsr  callings,  find  tha  routine  of  their 
lives  sufficient  for  their  energies.  Far  otherwise  has  it  boen  with 
Prof.  Waterhouse,  who  has  almost  disregarded  tho  fatigue  of  his  regular 
work  and  pursued  his  special  investigations  as  though  there  was  no  oth¬ 
er  strain  upon  hia  strength.  It  is  to  his  quiet,  unconcious  influence 
that  St.  Louis  owes  much  of  the  activity  that  seems  most  directly  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from  other  sources." 

The  Hncyclopodia  of  tho  History  of  Missouri  refers  to  Prof.  Water- 
house  as  follows "As  an  educator,  ha  has  won  eminent  success  by  a  vig- 
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orous  and  conclontloua  devotion  to  the  work  of  instruction.  Kor  have 
his  nind  and  energy  been  horizoned  merely  by  hia  professional  dutied. 

The  citizen  has  not  been  merged  In  the  scholar,  nor  th©  patriot  In  the 
toachor.  His  power  aa  a  writer  and  his  logic  as  a  thinker  have  made  his 
public  spirit  conspicuous  and  forceful.  All  kinds  of  problems,  social, 
industrial  and  commercial  have  been  handled  with  an  ability,  strength 
and  breadth  of  treatment  that  have  won  a  national  recognition  of  his  ocr- 
vices.® 

During  the  Civil  War  Prof.  Watsrhous©  wrote  hundred's  of  articles 
In  defense  of  the  Union  and  composed  some  of  the  appeals  issued  hy  the 
Western  Sanitary  Commission. 

The  history  last  quoted  says,  "His  stirring  appeals  to  the  patrio¬ 
tism  of  his  countrymen  actively  promoted  the  objects  of  this  Commission, 
while  his  active  loyalty  and  powerful  arguments  in  behalf  of  the  Union 
were  so  distinctly  serviceable  to  the  cause  of  the  national  success  as 
to  attract  the  notice  and  win  the' approbation  of  President  Lincoln.® 

Cct.22,1865  Prof.  Waterhouse  was  appointed  by  Cov.  Thos.  C.  Fletch¬ 
er  an  Honorary  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Immigration  and  for  many 
years  actively  co-oporatod  in  its  labors  and  by  off icial . request  prepar¬ 
ed  many  papers  for  its  use. 

In  1867  the  same  governor  offered  him  the  office  of  Ass't  Supt.  of 
the  public  schools  of  Missouri.  During  this  yevr ,  he  was  also  a  member 
of  th©  Mississippi  Diver  Improvement  Convention  held  in  St.  Louis  Feb. 

13,  and  rendered  invaluable  service. 

Apr. 4, 1871  he  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Brown  as  a  member  of  the  Bureau 
of  Geology  and  Mines  of  Missouri.  In  1872  he  was  elected  secrotary  of 
th©  St.  Louis  Board  of  Trade,  and,  when  in  view  of  a  foreign  tour  ho  re¬ 
signed  the  office ,  the  Board  presented  him  with  a  gold  watch  and  chain. 

In  1672-3  he  made  a  trip  around  the  world,  travelling  In  eighteen 
months  nearly  40000  miles.  Me  thus  increased  his  acquaintance  v?ith  the 
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subjects  Wiiich  had  occupied  his  interest  and  enriched  his  aind  with  a 
iitudy  of  foreign  counties.  Co  his  return,  recruited  in  health  and  re¬ 
inforced  in  knowledge,  be  was  tho  hotter  atio  to  respondto  such  new  re¬ 
sponsibilities  as  wo re  pat  upon  him.  .  ,  . 

he  *as  a  member  of  tho  National  Railroad  Convention  hold  in  iit,  Lou¬ 
is  l,ov.23  ,1375,  and  of  tho  Mississippi  Improvement  Convention  held  in 
the  same  city  Oct. 11, 1377.  At  the  latter  ho  was  made  secretary  to  the 
executive  committee  and  was  selected  by  tho  same  to  prepare  a  memorial 
to  Congress.  Scarf’s  History  of  St.  Louis  says,-  "We  in  $t  Louis  be¬ 
lieve  that  to  this  memorial,  which  was  widely  circulated,  is  duo  the 
change  of  sentiment,  and  tuo  consequent  appropriation  of  amounts  more  ad¬ 
equate  to  tho  performance  of  work  much  needed.” 

In  1873  he  was  appointed  by  President  Hayes,  United  States  Commission¬ 
er  to  tho  I  arii»  Axpositi.cn,  and  in  1863  was  appointed  by  tho  Prosidozit 
a  Commissioner  to  the  World’s  Fair  which  was  to  have  been  held  in  Kew 
York  but  the  project  failed. 

no  was  a  delegate  to  the  National  Cotton  Planter’s  Convention  held 
at  Vick3burg,  hiss.,  Nov. 81, 1863.  In  tho  same  year*  he  received  the  de¬ 
gree  of  L.L.F.  from  the  Stats  University  of  Missouri  and  in  1834  ho  re¬ 
ceived  tho  decree  * h •  D .  x rom  Dartmouth  College,  ile  was  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Industrial  Congress  held  at  Chicago  May  21,1334,  and.  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Governor  a  delegate  to  the  National  Conference  cf  Chari¬ 
ties  and  Correction,  which  was  held  in  St.  Louis  Get. 13  of  that  year. 
Though  not  a  member  of  the  convention  he  was  invited  by  the  executive 
committee  to  aaGross  tho  first  National  Convention  of  American  Cattleman 
ft  uicL  J3t  in  *>t *  i.  ouis  uov . la  ,  1834 ,  unci  &n  No v •  Zo fch  of  the  same  year  ho 
was  appointed  Honorary  Commissioner  to  the  World’s  Fair  at  Now  Orleans. 

In  1636  he  vas  chosen  by  the  Sxecuiivo  Council  cf  New  York,  Socrota- 
*  y  cf  the  National  American  Protective  Tariff  League  for  the  State  of 
Missouri  and  in  1887  was  appointed  Commissioner  from  Dioscuri  to  tho  A- 


1112. 

rcarican  Exposition  whioh  wan  held  in  London. 

In  1692  he  sa a  chosen  by  the  St.  Louis  Merchants  *  Exchange  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  Nicaragua  Convention,  held  in  that  city,  arid  also  to  the  Nic¬ 
aragua  Canal  Convontion,  which  was  held  at  hew  Orleans  in  November  of  the 
same  year.  Ke  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Merchant's  Exchange 
a  delegate  both  to  the  Trana-Mississippl  Commercial  Congress,  held  at  o- 
saaha,  Nov. 26, 1895*  and  to  tho  National  Association  of  American  Manufactu¬ 
rers,  held  at  Chicago,  Jan. 21 ,1690. 

In  1697  he  was  appointed  by  both  tho  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  th©  Merchant’s  Exchange  to  represent  the  Municipal  and  Mercan¬ 
tile  interests  of  St.  Louis  at  the  Trans-Mississippi  Commercial  Congress, 
held  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Julyl4-17  of  that  year.  In  1698  he  was  honored 
by  appointment  of  tho  Governor  ao  a  Commissioner  to  tho  Trans-Mississipp- 
i  Exposition  held  at  Caaba ,  Kob.  In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  St.  Louis  a  delegate*  to  the  Good  Loads  Convention,  hold  at 
St.  Louis  Nov. 21-23.  In  1699  he  was  appointed  by  both  the  Mayor  of  St. 
Louis  and  the  President  of  tho  Merchant* a  Exchange  a  delegate  to  tho 
Trans-Mississippi  Commercial  Congress  hold  at  Wichita,  Kansas ,  Lay  31  and 
also  to  the  ease  Congress  held  in  Houston,  Texas ,  Apr. 17-20,1900. 

Before  each  of  tho  conventions  P  of  which  he  was  a  member ,  ha  deliver¬ 
ed  an  address,  several  of  which,  in  addition  to  their  publication  in  the 
report  of  the  proceedings,  were  printed  separately  in  pamphlet  form,  and 
translated  into  German.  Again  we  quote  from  the  History  of  Gt.  Louis 
by  Scarf. 

Lrof.  Sylvester  Waterhouse  is  confessedly  one  of  our  most  arduous 
and  successful  brain  workers,  and  the  cervices  by  him  to  the  city  of 
hio  adoption  are  inadequately  represented  by  a  recital  of  his  writings 
or  an  enumeration  of  the  positions  of  honor  and  trust  which  he  has  boon 
Invitod  to  fill.

Henry  £>ha  w  to  institute  a  professorship  of 
botany  in  .Washington  University,  and  in  subsequent  and  more  formal  coin* 
niinication3 ,  .:e  strongly  urged  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  chair 
The  favorable  reply  of  Hr.  Shaw,  and  his  creation  and  munificent  endow¬ 
ment  of  the  Department  of  Botany,  would  seem  to  warrant  the  belief  that 
the  suggestion  and  arguments  of  Prof.  Waterhouse  ware  not  without  effect. 
The  fund  .vhich  Mr.  Shaw  gave  for  the  maintenance  of  this  department  was 
>50,000.  With  the  exception  of  such  government  work  a3  Prof.  Ya ter house 
hao  bean  called  upon  to  do,  ho  has,  apart  from  his  salary,  declined  all 
compensation.  -here  others  might  have  amassed  wealth,  or  secured  larra 
emoluments ,  ha  has  been  content  with  simply  doing  his  duty.  Ho  has  nev¬ 
er  converted  his  profession  into  a  trade.  it  is  in  this  rare  attribute 
of  self-denial,  that  Prof,  waterhouso  shows  the  nobility  of  a  disinter¬ 
ested  character.  In  public  service, 
virtue  is  dominant.  lionora  have  not 
abilities  disturbed  the  clmpl i city  of 
man.  His  unpretentious  labors  in  the 


us  in  private  life,  the  same  rare 
elated  him,  nor  have  exceptional 
an  honest,  earnest  and  unassuming 
world  of  thought  and  action,  In 


industrial  development ,  in  tho  discussion  of  economic  issues,  in  projects 
and  enterprises  of  national  and  international  importance,  have  been  wide 
and  diversified;  and,  in  his  energetic,  promotion  of  these  groat  public 
interests ,  from  the  establishment  of  local  iron  furnaces  to  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Nicaragua  Canal,  from  the  improvement  of  American  high¬ 
ways  to  the  enlargement  of  our  merchant  marine,  and  from  the  cultivation 
of  Hanio  to  a  strenuous  co-operation  in  the  upbuilding  of  a  University, 
Prof.  Watorhouso  has  made  his  mark." 


Apropar  appreciation  of  tho  accomplishments  of  Prof.  Waterhouse  can- 
without 

not  bo  had^knowing  and  rememboring  tho  physical  infirmities  under  which 
ho  labored  during  practically  all  his  life. 

Tho  poculiar  misfortune  which  seemed  to  follow  Prof.  I  atorhouso  .in 
his  youth,  as  manifested  in  his  many  seriuoa  accidents,  did  not  entirely 


leave  him  in  nature  years.  In  tho  summer  of  18U7,  his  mother  lay  upon 
nor  death  bod.  The  increased  cares  of  the  household  and  the  exhaust¬ 
ing  duties  of  night  watching  required  additional  help  and  the  professor 


took  his  brother's  horse  and  started  off  to  get  assistance.  On  his  v/ay, 
the  horse  became  frightened  by  a  mowing  machine.  Aa  he  braced  himself  to 


ebook  tho  run-a-ray  the  professor* a  foot  burst  through  the  du3her  and  in 
thi3  helpless  condition  tno  horse  ran  out  of  the  highway  whore  the  road- 
cido  was  nearly  aa  steep  as  the  roof  of  a  house .  The  carriage  was  over¬ 
turned  and  Prof.  Latorhouae  was  thrown  to  the  ground  and  bruised  and 


torn,  but  the  small  of  his  back  received  an  Injury  which  ultimately  frr 
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results  in  oocusaion  of  tho  spina.  Referring,  in  later  years ,  to  tho 
loso  of  his  log  and  to  this  accident  he  writes,-  "The  occur, dnco  of  lama- 
noss  in  adult  years  i3  not  so  great  a  misfortune  as  mutilation  in  boy¬ 
hood.  The  gloomy  sense  of  physical  inferiority  darkened  all  my  life. 

In  mature  manhood,  no  exercise  of  reason  or  philosophy  could  dispel  the 
over  present  foaling  of  mortification,  or  roliovo  the  bitter  humiliation 
to  which  society  unconsciously  subjected  me.  It  has  always  boon  painful 
to  my  sensibilities  to  walk  across  a  room  in  tho  presence  of  ladies. 

This  irrational  sensitiveness,  which  it  was  utterly  impossible  for  me  to 
overco.-iO,  explains  my  reluctance  to  go  into  society.  Social  pleasures, 
though  keenly  relished ,  never  compensated  for  the  pain3  which  personal 
contrasts  and  the  consciousness  of  bodily  infirmaty  always  inflicted. 

In  boyhood,  I  could  never  participate  in  the  active  sport s  of  my  mates; 
in  youth  I  could  not  share  in  tho  enjoyments  of  the  ball  room;  and  in 
manhood  I  could  not,  in  consequence  of  ny  lameness,  got  sufficient  exor¬ 
cise  to  preserve  my  health.  Often  in  mature  years,  my  physical  disabil- . 
ity  and  the  incapacity  for  hard  and  protracted  work  super indue ad  by  a 
fooblo  condition  of  body  prevented  me  even  the  attempt  to  carry  Into  ex¬ 
ecution  many  of  my  most  cherished  plans.  The  inactivity  and  dobility 
which  lameness  caused  thwarted  many  a  contemplated  undertaking  and  pre¬ 
cluded  the  possibility  of  those  successes  that  wars  most  clear  to  me. 

The  inconvenience  and  discomfort,  the  inability  to  execute  projected  en¬ 
terprises  and  tho  disturbed  dreams  of  ill-health  never  by  day  or  night 
permitted  the  oonse  of  misfortune  to  leave  mo.  The  accident  to  my 

opine  was  far  worse  than  the  loss  of  my  leg.  From  the  date  of  its  oc¬ 
currence,  I  have  nover  had  a  single  moment  of  freedom  from  suffering.  U- 
sually  it  is  a  dull  heavy  pain  which  fortitude  can  boar,  but  there  have 
been  many  periods  of  local  inflamation  when  the  torture  was  almost  too 
C^oat  for  human  endurance.  No  position  in  standing  or  walking,  in  sit¬ 
ting  or  lying,  releases  mo  from  this  over  present  distress.  Even  slight 
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axortions  of  body  or  Kind  aggravates  tho  dlacomfcrt,  A  waljj  of  a  singlo 
nilo  or  any  hard  mental  labor  costa  as  the  disheartening  price  of  person¬ 
al  suffering.  Tho  certainty  of  retributive  pain  dissuades  me  from  tak¬ 
ing  the  exercise  essential  to  health  and  from  attempting  the  literary 
work  to  which  my  tastes  and  the  hope  of  public  usefulness  impel  me.  The 
distress. of  this  hurt  will  accompany  me  through  life.  There  is  no  re¬ 
lief  but  in  the  final  repose."  . 

Although  living  a  frugal  and  unostentatious  life,  it  was  found,  after 
his  death,  that  Prof.  Waterhouse  had  left  a  considerable  estate.  His 
public  bequests  were  made  known  at  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anni¬ 
versary  of  tho  granting  of  the  charter  to  Washington  University,  Fob .20 , 
1903,  as  published  in  The  Bulletin  of  the  Washington  University  Associa¬ 
tion.  Bean  Snow,long  associated  in  tho  University  with  Prof.  Waterhouse, 
made  the  announcement  of  tho  latter’s  gifts  as  follows, - 

"As  I  have  said,  of  tho  members  of  tho  faculty,  nearly  all  of  tho  old¬ 
er  regime  have  gone  a my  or  passed  away;  but  I  wish  to  add  a  few  words 
with  reference  to  one  who  for  years  was  tho  senior  member  6f  the  Faculty, 
and  who  died  a  little  over  a  year  ago.  Professed  Waterhouse  took  up  the 
work  in  1857,  tho  opening  year  of  the  University,  and  resigned  in  the  , 
fall  of  1891,  on  account  of  increased  infirmities,  having  borne  all  his 
life  a  groat  physical  burden  of  infirmity.  By  a  groat  frugality  and  by 
great  good  fortune  he  was  able  to  accumulate  and  leave  behind  him  a  sum 
of  moriy  the  amount  of  which  was  to  some  of  us  something  of  a  surprise. 

When  his  papers  wore  examined  by  the  administrator  of  the  estate  and 
those  whoso  duty  it  was  to  make  tho  examination  of  the  papers  in  his 
safe-deposit  box,  they  found  the  record  of  gifts  which  he  had  mad©  before 
his  death  to  literary  and  public  institutions.  With  these  records,  they 
also  found  a  written  request  that  no  announcement  of  these  gifts  should 
bo  made  until  one  year  after*  his  death.  That  period  of  time  has  now  ©- 
lapsed,  and  it  is  proper  that  public  .announcement  of  his  benefactions 
should  be  made. 

The  Chancellor,  on  account  of  necessary  absence  from  the  city,  which 
ho  regrets,  has  asked  me  to  make  to  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  tho 
students  of  Washington  University  these  announcements,  in  which  they  will 
»o  doubt  be  interested,  and  to  state  to  them  that  tho  gifts  which  Profes¬ 
sor  V.atarhouDO  was  able  to  make  ware  mads  possible  out  of  tho  savings 
from  the  salary  which  he  received  for  his  work  hero,  and  to  add  that  ev¬ 
ery  detail  with  reference  to  those  gifts  to  literary  and  public  institu¬ 
tions  was  made  complete  by  him  and  that  ho  also  wrote  the  request  that  no 
announcement  be  made  until  after  one  year  from  tho  data  of  hio  death. 

that  period  has  ©lapsed ,  it  ia  wall  for  us  to  know  of  what  they  con¬ 
sisted. 

His  largest  bsnofaction( I  am  not  speaking  now  of  anything  which  ho 
gave  in  his  will)was  his  gift  to  Washington  University  of  *25,000.00, 
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'made  Iji  May, 1095.  In  a  loiter  addressed  to  the  honorable  Oaorro  g. 
Leighton,  then  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Vtashinmton  Univar- 
0ityf  rroiessor  «aterhouse  states  that  his  appreciation  of  the  value  of 
education  had  Inspired  him  from  early  youth  with  a  profound  regard  for 
the  institutions  of  learning,  and  that  it  had  always  boon  his  intention 
to  devote  a  portion  of  hi  a  professional  earnings  to  the  service  of  let¬ 
ters,  and  that  by  a  systematic  and  rigid  economy,  practiced  with  this 
central  object  steadily  in  view,  ho  was  at  length  enabled  to  give  a  prac¬ 
tical,  though  inadequate,  expression  of  his  appreciation  of  the  useful - 
nens  of  educational  institutions,  and  of  his  gratitude  for  the  benefits 
which  they  had  bestowed  upon  him.  Realizing  that  St.  I.ouis  was  destin¬ 
ed  to  be  one  of  the  largest  cities  of  the  world,  and  that  Washington  U-

for©  the  close  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Professor  Waterhouse  states  that  the  object  of  this  last  condition 
was  that  the  amount  donated  might  by  accumulations  of  unused  interest 
magnify  into  a  sum  which  would  ultimately  be  sufficient  to  do  far  more 
good  than  the  sum  donated.  For  this  reason,  no  part  of  the  principal  or 
accumulated  interest  was  to  bo  spent  before  tho  year  2000.  At  that 
data,  however,  if  the  accumulation  amounted  to  $1,000,000.00,  it  was  to 
bo  devoted  to  whatever  objects  would  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees 
o?^r,  Prom°t9  ' usefulness  of  Washington  University.  If  in  tho  year 

2000  tha  fund  die  not  amount  to  51,000,000.00,  it  was  to  be  kont  unira- 
pared  until  it  did  amount  to  that  much.  Of  this  fund  tho  Directors 
vvere  authorised  to  apply  5200,000.00  to  tho  erection  and  equipment  of 
whatever  building  they  deemed  necessary.  He,  moreover,  suggested  that 
liberal  prizes  should  bo  offered  to  encourage  excellence  in  English  com¬ 
position,  arid  to  promote  a  broad  and  thorough  scholarship  in  Greek  Lat- 
in,  Political  Economy,  American  History  and  Constitutional  Law,  and  to 

S:  *  w!’6  orlSlnal  Investigations  in  such  branches  of  practical  science 
as  might  at  that  time  seem  to  be  most  serviceable  to  nonkind. 

On  the  24th  day  of  October,  1901,  Professor  Waterhouse  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Missouri  Historical  Society, statin* 
his  friend linos a  towards  that  society,  and  his  appreciation  of" its  or- 
portuinty  for  usefulness  to  the  community,  and  of  its  laudable  purposes 
dnd  objects.  Desiring  to  promote  tho  usefulness  of  the  institution,  ha 
f?y?  Missouri  Historical  Society  -5,000.00  in  bonds,  upon  the  con¬ 

ditions*  first,  that  no  mention  of  it  should  be  made  until  a  year  after 

*  that  tho  Princ*Pal  and  accumulated  interest  should  b© 
kop  intact  until  the  1st  day  of  January,  1950,  and  the  sun  thus  accusrj- 
la.od  should  be  kept  forever  as  a  permanent  endowment,  and  to  be  oxpand- 
od  ior  the  prosecution  and  publication  of  historical  researches,  in  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  and  the  acquisition  of  antiquities 
relioa  and  documents  illustrative  of  our  local  annals,  and  for  no  other 
Purpose  xfcsfcauca*  whatsoever.  Moreover,  the  liiaaouri  Historical  Socie¬ 
ty  was  to  become  the  permanent  custodian  of  his  letters,  manuscripts 
pamphlets ,  newspaper  articles,  and  tho  volumes  which  contained  contribu¬ 
tions  from  him. 


This  gift  was  accepted  by  tho  Historical  Eociety. 

In  1897  Professor  Waterhouse  gave  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  Phillips

■Exeter  Academy ,  which  was  to  bo  hold  by  a  Trust  Company  and  allowed  to 
accumulate*  until  tho  year  2000 ,  at  v?hich  time  the  amount  of  the  r*lft  and 
accumulation  of  interest  will  bocom©  available  for  use  by  tho  Academy.

Thus  wo  see  Professor  Silvester  Waterhouse  during  his  life  giving  a- 
way  to  Institutions  in  which  ha  was  especially  interested  the  sum  of 
$45 ,000.00 ,  evidently  beeping  in  mind  during  all  of  his  long  service  the 
purposes  for  which  this  money  was  to  bo  used,  and  holding  it  as  a  part 
of  tho  purpose  of  his  lifo. 

It  seems  to  the  Chancellor,  and  I  am  sure  it  aeons  to  us,  that  this 
ia  tha  proper  time  for  us  to  review  with  interest  tho  life  work  of  him 
who  was  for  so  long  a  time  the  senior  member  of  our  faculty  and  v/ho  led 
so  worthy  and  useful  a  life.  So  I  have  taken  this  opportunity  of  set¬ 
ting  before  you  tho  facts  which  I  know  ara  of  groat  interest  to  all  of 
you,  and  especially  to  those  of  us  who  v?oro  privileged  to  know  him  "inti¬

Tho  papers  ambodiod  In  Tho  Resources  of  Missouri  wars  formally  race 
osmsndod  by  Gov.  Thomas  0.  Fletcher  in  his  message  of  Jan.3,lSG7,  to  bo 
published  in  pamphlet  form,  but  they  wore  so  intensely  Republican  in 
3pirit,  that  the  recommendation  wan  defeated  by  a  few  democratic  votes.

Plotch- 
or,  who  writes  of  it  in  his  message  in  1869  as  follows,-  “The  subject  of 
the  mot  all  tingle  capabilities  of  our  metropolis  has  recently  been  presen—, 
tod  by  Prof.  S.  Waterhouse  in  an  article  prepared  for  the  Stats  Board  of 
Immigration  with  such  startling  truths  and  impressive  results,  as  to  a- 
wafcen  tho  attention  and  interests  of  capitalists  in  Curopo  as  well  as 
in  America. "  This  article  had  no  political  motive;  discussed  no  ques¬ 
tion  of  fiscal  polocy;  advocated  no  reduction  of  protective  dutiod  and 
the  thought  that  tho  statements  therein  would  ever  become  subjects  of 
controversity  In  Congress  never  entered  tho  mind  of  tho  writer.  But

#  M3  report  on  Jute  Culture  embodied  the  results  of  personal  ro- 
sea^hes  in  India.  The  startling  fact  that  Juto  enriched  India  with  an 
annual  income  of  at  least  £100,000,000  attracted  his  attention  and  for 
years  hie  efforts  to  introduce  the  cultivation  of  the  plant  in  the 
Southern  States  were  unremitting,  and  in  this  interest , tine  labor  and 
money  were  freely  given.  ilia  papers  on  this  subject  were  more  numer¬ 
ous  than  any  other,  unless  it  be  those  in  defense  of  the  Union.  Mis 

first  formal  treatise  on  Jute  was  published  in  the  Agricultural  Report 

* 

of  1670,  300,000  copies,  and  later  vme  published  in  full  in  Germany,  un¬ 
beknown  to  him  until  ho  received  a  copy  of  the  paper  in  which  it  was 
printed.  He  also  strongly  urged  the  cultivation  of  Ramie. 

Hundreds  of  lattors  of  inquiry  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
many  from  Canada  and  S&Kjs&a  Europe  and  a  few  from  Mexico  and  India,  at¬ 
test  the  range  of  circulation  which  soma  of  his  articles  attained  and 
the  degroe  of  public  interest  which  they  awakened. 


Besides  the  articles  already  mentioned  The  Domestic  Cultivation  Sor¬ 
ghum  for  tho  Manufacture*  of  Sugar,  The  Erection  In  St.  Louis  of  Smelting 
V-orks  for  Rocky  Mountain  Ores,  The  Adoption  of  the  Barge  System  on  West¬ 
ern  Rivera ,  The  Movement  of  Cereals  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  and  tho 
Gulf,  Greater  Railroad  Facilities  essential  to  tho  Commercial  Growth  of 
St*  Louis,  and  The  Rxtention  of  our  national  Trade  with  Mexico  and  South 
America,  are  othor  titles  which  indicate  his  preference  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  material  interests. 


Ho  thought  of  personal  gain  prompted  the  use  of  his  pen  or  influ- 
°nCed  it3  Promotions.  His  only  motive  wan  a  disinterested  desire  for

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public  usefulness.  Of  the  many  articles  written  by  him,  some  of  them 
involving  the  expenditure  of  months  of  hard  work  in  the  way  of  research 
and  correspondence  and  hundreds  of  dollars  in  cash,  all  but  five  vvero 


freely  given  to  the  Interests  'which  thoy  sought  to  servo.  In  the  five 
exceptional  cases,  compensation  wa3  paid  for  the  performance  of  stipula¬ 
ted  work.  lio  bettor  proof  than  this  is  needed  to  show  how  free  his 
writings  were  from  every  taint  of  selfish  and  mercenary  motives. 

Prof.  Waterhouse  died  Feb. 12, 1902.  The  following  is  taken  from  the 
obituary  notice  of  his  doath  in  the  St.  Louis  Globo-Fenocrat  in  its  is¬ 
sue  of  Fob.  13 ,1902  *  under  the  heading  "  FULL  OF  YEARS  ALT)  HOSDRS." 


’’Prof,  hstanhouna  Sylvester  Waterhouse,  of  Washington  University, 
died  at  the  I'ullanphy  Hospital  at  2  o’clock  yesterday  afternoon.  He  had 
boon  at  tho  hospital  a  week  this  time,  though  a  year  ago  he  was  there 
for  several  months.  Ka  suffered  from  a  complication  of  diseases,  and 
wa3  operated  on  tho  first  time  ha  was  confined  to  the  hospital.  He  im¬ 
mediately  after  improved,  and  though  he  was  able  to  resume  his  former 
pursuits,  ha  was  never  again  in  his  best  condition.

Prof.  Waterhouse  was  never  married.  #**#  Ho  continued  to  Alssk 
discharge  the  duties  of  professor  of  Greek  in  Washington  University  with 
signal  efficiency  and  devotion,  until,  at  the  close  of  the  academic 
year  1900-1901,  increasing  bodily  infirmity  necessitated  hie  retirement. 
Tho  Board  of  Directors,  In  accepting  hid  resignation,  conferred  upon  him, 
in  recognition  of  a  life  spent  in  the  service,  the  appointment  of  prof¬ 
essor  emeritus  of  Crock.  The  history  of  Professor  Viaterhouse* s  connec¬ 
tion  with  Washington  University  is  practically  tho  history  of  the  insti¬ 
tution.  Ho  entered  its  walls  a 3  an  instuotor  in  tho  days  of  small  be¬ 
ginnings;  tho  close  of  his  academic  career  sees  a  majestic  group  of 
buildings  standing  ready  to  receive  a  university  endowed  and  equipped 
in  a  manner  commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  position  it  has 
come  to  occupy,  his  labors  having  contributed  to  this  consummation  in  no 
small  degree.1’

These  ho  man- 
Bgod  until  1089,  when  he  went  to  Cornish,  N.H. ,  and  took  charge  of  the 
IUlla Ido  Creamery*  While  here,  in  the  early  part  of  1897,  he  sent  a 
shipment  of  butter  to  London,  Sn&. ,  which  won  the  highest  honors  in  the 
national  competition  inagurated  by  the  IJ.  S.  Government  for  testing  the 
shipping  qualities  of  butter.  This  honor  won  for  him  the  position  as 
instructor  in  dairying  at  the  Raw  Hampshire  College  at  Durham,  K.H.,  and 
Gupt  of  the  College  Creamery,  which  duties  he  assumed  in  1897,  and  held 
until  his  death. 

It  has  been  stated  that  Prof.  Waterhouse  won  more  first  prizes  for 
excellence  in  the  manufacture  of  dairy  products  than  any  other  man  in 
the  Uni  ted.  States.  A  sample  of  butter  taken  from  his  ordinary  work  won 
for  him  the  medal  and  the  diploma  at  the  Columbian  Exposition. 

The  Grange  of  New  Hampshire  always  found  him  an  enthusiastic  sup¬ 
porter  and  helper  in  every  Grange  movement.  For  many  years  ho  was  a 
Judge  at  State  and  County  fairs,  and  lectured  much  on  dairying  at  far- 
mo^3  institutes.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  President  of  the  Gran¬ 
ite  Btato  Dairyman's  Association. 

In  looking  over  th®  Ufa  ha  has  loft  us,  we  see  many  lessons  that 
remain  as  special  messages.

Third,-  His  reverence  for  mankind  was  beautifully  portrayed  by  his 
entire  liie.  He  was  kind  and  accessible  to  the  poor  and  needy,  an  over 
ready  instructor  to  the  ignorant,  a  consoler  of  the  afflicted,  and  a 
generous  helper  of  the  poor. 

Fourth,-  His  habitual  suavity  was  a  distinguishing  character  of  his 
life.  Other  man  have  been  as  good  as  he;  but  there  have  been  few  whose 


goodness  and  kindness  wore  manifested  in  the  world  with  such  a  charming 
in vesture  of  manner.  His  greetings  were  so  kind  and  cordial  that  they  * 
aid  good  like  a  medicine.  His  words  were  ao  full  of  hope  and  charity, 
his  hospitality  was  bo  free  and  genuine  that  none  whoever  partook  of  it

He  remained  hero 
for  eight  years  when  a  throat  trouble  compelled  his  retire- 


ment . 


In  1600  his  successor ,  Rev.  J.H.  Tuttle,  wrota  of  him  in  one 
of  the  denoKiinar^papers  as  follows.-  "The  younger  people  in 
our  denomination  today  are,  in  most  instances,  unprepared,  for 
the  reason  that  he  withdraw  so  early  from  tho  moat  public 
place  in  the  ministry,  to  be  told  how  immensely  popular  Broth¬ 
er  Montgomery  was  as  a  pro&chsr  and  orator  in  the  days  of  his 
prime ;«how  warmly  his  name  and  his  sermons  and  his  success 
were  talked  about  through  the  land,  through  Central  Hew  York  a 
especially.  He  wan  the  central  influence  often  at  asso¬ 

ciations  and  conventions;  the  voice  that  set  ethers  in  tune; 
the  sceptre  that  ruled  tho  councils;  the  umpire  in  the  discus¬ 
sions,  and  the  oracle  in  doctrine;  and  tho  Memo ethanes  after 


whose  entrancing  style  the  young  students  in  tho  ministry  as- 
piroi.  *****  His  succeae  as  a  preacher  was  paralleled  by  his 
sue c 3 33  as  a  pastor,  a  combination  of  gifts  too  seldom  found 
in  tho  eama  person, 

Ko  minister  among  us  was  ir.oro  praised  for  hio  pulpit  efforts, 
or  more  loved  for  his  kind  and  Christian  conduct  everywhere, 
ho  won  and  kept  every  heart  which  cams  in  contact  with  him.*** 
IUa  name  vraa  everywhere  spoken  v-ith  reverence." 

He  wrote  and  published  a  book  entitled  "The  Law  of  Kindness" 
which  had  a  wonderful  sale  in  its  day.  All  his  active  life  ha 
was  a  contributor  to  the  denominational  literature  of  his 
church.  A  clear,  incisive  writer,  a  manly  and  worthy  deba¬ 
ter*  a  close  roasorier,  a  stout  champion  of  his  cause,  with  a 
catholicity  of  feeling  that  embraced  the  world  without  a  taint 
of  bitterness  for  those  who  were  furthest  from  him  In  .relig¬ 
ious  belief.  II©  received  tho  ofogree  of  P.P.  from  St.  Lawrence 
University  in  1871.

their  troops  of  children,  that  it  seems  like  the  abode  of 
one  of  nature • a  high  priests  and  guardians,  and- wo  ap¬ 
proach  it  with  a  certain  sense  of  awe,  and  when  we  are 
once  within  its  nature  painted  brown  gate,  the  only  en-  ^ 
trance  to  or  exit  from  this  natural  rural  enchantment,  we 
feel  that  wo  have  stopped  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
busy,  throbbing  world  into  the  solitude  of  nature,  there 
lived  a  philosophic  man  for  many  years  alone  with  nature, 
a  man  whose  soul  was  as  cheerful  as  the  summer  sunshine 
which  made  the  garden  about  his  cottage  blossom  with  flow¬ 
ers.  This  philosophic  man  was  Fred  Waterhouse*  He  was 
born  within  six  rods  of  the  cottage  where  he  died  and  al¬ 
ways  dwelt  within  these  narrow  boundaries.

Brad- 
buryand  so  continued  until  1830,  when  the  firm  of  Emery  &  Waterhouse 
succeeded  to  the  business  and  conducted  it  with  such  great  success  that 
it  became  one  of  the  strongest  and  mo3t  prominent  mercantile  houses  in 
the  city.  Close  confinement  to  business,  however,  finally  impaired  his 
health  and  about  1865  h©  retired  from  active  pursuits  and  did  not  again 
engage  in  business.

hr.  T/aterhouoe  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  public  affairs  on  which

but  for  hia  health,  he  would  doubtloss  have  received  further  political 
honors.

He  received  his  education  at  Friendship  Academy  and  at  th©  ago  of  16  en¬ 
tered  a  wholesale  crockery  house  in  Jamestown,  H.Y.  He  remain©/ there 
seven  years  the  last  two  as  travelling  salesman.  On  the  death  of  his 
brother- in-law  he  bought  a  half  interest  in  his  hardware  business  in 
Friendship,  N.Y. ,  but  in  about  two  years  his  health  became  poor. and  ho 
removed  to  Lisbon,  Forth  Dakota  in  Jan. 1881  and  bought  about  1200  acres 
of  land  some  twelve  miles  from  that  city.  Ho  located  her©  in  the  spring 
and  became  a  wheat  and  stock  raiser,  spending  his  winters  In  Lisbon. 

He  became  at  once  a  loader  in  political  affairs,  and  was  honored  by  sev¬ 
eral  offices,  his  farm  In  the  meantime  being  operated  by  a  tenant.  He 
served  as  county  asoossor  in  1882  and  in  1884  was  Chairman  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  County  Central  Committee  and  was  re-elected  in  1388-94  and  again 
in  1896.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  in  1885-86  and 
was  ©looted  to  the  first  State  Legislative  Assembly  in  1889  and  also 
served  1891-93.  One  says  " His  legislative  career  was  marked  by  fore- 
Gightodnoss ,  and  some  of  his  bills  became  means  of  gr^et  aid  to  the  cit- 
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i&ens  of  tho  state."  Ha  was  chair-man  of  the  Committee  oh  Banks  and 
Banking  in  the  session  of  1890.  In  the  special  cession  of  1692  he  was 
a  member  of  the  committee  on  Grain  Grading  and  'warehousing  -he-  introduc¬ 
ed  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  "Platform  Bill."  He  was  also  the  au¬ 
thor  of  the  "Open  Wheat  Market  Bill"  which  provided  for  the  right  of  an 
individual  to  erect  elevators.  He  was  chairman  of  the  comzniiteeof 
County  Boundaries  and  Oliver  County  was  named  in  his  honor.  He  was  a 
delegate  to  two  national  conventions.  Ho  was  appointed  postmaster  of 
Lisbon  by  Pres.  M®Kinley  and  re-appointed  by  Free.  Rasasali  Roosevelt 
and  held  the  office  until  his  death.  His  political  offices,  however, 
show  but  a  small  part  of  his  activity  and  tho  power  he  wielded.  He 
was  an  active  worker  in  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen,  and  a  prom¬ 
inent  factor  3n  the  success  of  the  Order  of  Forlorn  Workmen  in  his  state. 
He  vmo  an  Insurance  expert  of  tho  first  class,  and  aided  the  sovereign 
body  of  Woodmen  in  forming  tho  table  of  insurance  rates  in  force  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Me  was  also  much  interested  in  the  Masonic  order. 
He  was  raised  IB  Sept. 1876,  in  Ft.  Moriah  Lodge  Ho.  145,  Jamestown, 
N* Y;  was  charter  member  of  Sheyenne  Valley  Lodge,  Lisbon,  Forth  Dakota, 
and  Faster  of  said  lodge  for  several  years.  Was  exalted,  in  Valley  E 
Point  Chapter  Ho.  232,  Cuba,  K.Y.;  charter  member  of  Lisbon  Chapter  Ho. 
7,  Lisbon,  North  Dakota,  and  its  High  Priest  in  1894.  Received  the  Or¬ 
ders  of  Knighthood  in  St.  Elmo  Commandery  No.  5,  Valloy  City,  North  Da¬ 
kota,  and  became  a  charter  member  of  Ivanhoe  Commandery  Ko.  8,  Li ebon, 
North  Dakota,  7  July  1699,  and  was  its  eminent  Commander  for  five  years. 
In  1906  was  elected  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery  Knights  Tem¬ 
plar,  North  Dakota,  and  served  one  year.  On  Fob. 3rd,  1893,  was  initia¬ 
ted  into  tho  mysteries  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  in  El  Dagal  Temple,  Fargo, 
North  Dakota.

"What  friends  had  expected,  but  what  love  said  must  not  bo, 
cams,  and  lovo  bowed  down,  and  said;  'Vain  is  hopo  against  hope.*  Thus 
we  cono  to  the  memory  of  Sir  Knight  Clivor,  generous  In  its  incidents, 
and  happy  in  its  recollections.  *':f’:**  In  no  common  mould,  was  Sir  Dliver 
mad©;  ho  sprang  ahead,  and  others  follov^ed.  His  lead  was  not  designed, 
but  came  to  him  as  unaware  as  others  followed  where  he  led,  and,  in  our 
friendship  for  the  man,  wo  foci  oppressed  when  he  is  gone.  Tho  clods 
havo  fallen  upon  his  casket,  but  the  sunshine  lingers  about  his  memory, 
and  over  tho  hills  of  the  west  it  will  follow  the  sun  to  another  day."''' 
He  was  a  member  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
Lisbon  for  six  years.  His  nature  was  most  genial,  and  his  pranks 

and  jokes  were  as  much  a  part  of  his  life  as  the  more  serious  aspects. 
Sir  Knight  Oliver's  character  was  one  that  impressed  itself  on  all  that 
came  next  to  it.  Its  phases  were  many,  and  of  that  unique  kind  which 
finds  no  duplicates,  and  when  taken  away,  its  place  is  forever  vacant. 

Ha  was  laid  to  rest  with  Blue  Lodge  ceremonies,  in  the  beautiful,  lit¬ 
tle  cemetery  which  he  had  largely  created  from  the  fear©  prairie,  hany 
distinguished  Has ons  were  present  at  the  obsequies. " 

Ur  So  Oliver  was  grad,  from  the  Jamestown  High  School  in  1874  and  was 
the  valedictorian  of  her  class.  Since  living  in  Lisbon  she  has  boon 
much  identified  with  tho  religious  and  benevolent  work  of  the  community. 
Sho  is  also  an  active  club  woman  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Romans 
Club  of  Lisbon.  Later  she  was  made  Vice-Pras.  of  the  North  Dakota  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Womens  Clubs  and  afterwards  became  President.  Has  been  a 
director  of  the  samo  for  many  years.  In  1917  she  xsa  became 
V/ or  thy  Matron  of  tha  Eastern  Star,  ilinorva  Chapter  in  Lisbon.  Upon  her 
husband's  death  she  was  appointed  post  raiotress  to  fill  his  unexpired 
term.
